In this column a few weeks ago, some attention was devoted to the 
pubject of the Canadian Banking system and the relations existing between 
the Banks on the one hand and the public on the other hand—the public 
being divided into two groups, those who placed money on deposit in the 
Banks and those who borrowed money from the Banks. At that time the 
principle was upheld that a Bank’s first duty was to ite depositors, that is, to 
those from whom it had accepted money and for whom ft undertook to act 
as a trustee of the funds thus entrusted to it. ; i 

It was further pointed out that the loaning power of a Bank depended 
upon the volume of its deposits, and that, if a Bank failed to adequately pro- 
tect its depositors, it would very quickly lose them and hence have no 
money to loan, It may be that there are still some people laboring under 
the delusion that a Bank carries on a loaning bysiness out of its paid-up 
capital and accumulated reserves, but it only requires a very casual study 
of the Monthly Banking Returns to reveal the fact that the total paid-up 
capital and reserves of all the chartered Banks in Canada is equivalent to 
only a small fraction of the amount of moncy they have out in loans to the 
people. This means that the Banks have loaned the money received by 
them by way of deposits, retaining in cash on hand only sufficient to meet 
any demands which depositors may make upon thenf from day to day. 

Such a system—and it is the only sound andesafe banking system— 
forces upon Banks the necessity when “hard tinfes” and “financial etringen- 
cies” arise to curtail credits, because it is inevitable that it is during just 


such periods that (1) the making of deposits drop to a low mark, and, (2)1 


that those who have money on deposit have to draw some of it for use. 
There is only onc thing for the Banks to do in order to protect their de- 
positors and be in a position to honor all cheques drawn upon them, and 
that ¢s to curtail credits and reduce loans. I> 

In a very notable address before the Saskatchewan G@in Growers’ con- 

. vention at Moose Jaw early in February, Hon. C. A. Dunning, Provincial 
Treasurer, not only very clearly dutlined the above situation, but he demon- 
é6frated, apparently to the satisfaction of his big audience, why a’Federal 
Banking system is the only one in which the people of the West can look 
for satisfactory results. The West is a seasonal country. In the Fall and 
early Winter, when the grain crop is harvested and largely marketed, the 
bulk of the people have money. It is at that time the farmers pay their 
bills, interest on loans and mortgages, and when the better established 
farmers place moncy on deposit in the Banks. At that season few farm- 
¢rs,; comparatively speaking, require credit, unless it be for the speculative 
purpose of holding their grain for a rise in fhe market price. 

At other periods of. the year, farmers are™mot making deposits, but are 
either gradually withdrawing money they had on deposit or are asking 
credit. ‘ 

In other words, at the one period of the year when a purefy local or 
Provincia! Bank would have money on deposit which could be used for 


loaning purposes, the demand for credit is at a minimum, while the period| 


when loans are most urgently required is the time when deposits are not 
being made, but are reduced to the lowest figure. It will be scen, there- 
fore, that a purely local Western Bank would never be able to function as 
a great loaning institution at the very time when loans were imperatively 
required. Unde the Federal system, on the other hand, a surplus of 
money on deposit in one section of the country can be used jn another sec- 
tion where it may be required, money flowing back and forth, or in a circle, 
with the varying seasonal requirements of all sections. 

Mr. Dunning, therefore, held out no hope of the esfablishment of fure- 
ly Western agricultural Banks. On the other hand, while frankly stating 
that the present Canadian Banking system was well designed to meet the 
needs of commerce—and it was for that purpose it was originally created—

A couple of hours brought us to 
Goodfellow’s, and here we received 
the heartiest of welcomes and heard 
the rather astounding news that the 
postmaster at Ft.

The@lefinition of your tariff policy as announced in your isfue of June 
29 would be fairly satisfactory, if it had been consistently followed up, but 
since then we notice a tendency to favor the tariff policy of Mackenzie 
King in preference to that of Mr. Mcighen, and to my way of thinking the 
return of a party pledged to Mr. King’s platform at the present time would 
inspire such a lack of confidence in business circles that the country would 
suffer a Severe depression. ‘In keeping with your stand upon this point you 
have urged the dissolution of Parliament and a general election, In our 
judgment that advice is contrary to the best interests of the country at the 
present time, because there would be the possibility of the codntry being 
governed either by Mr, King and his followers or by the Farmers’ Party, or 
perhaps by a combination of the two, and the far-reaching dangers to estab- 
lished business bye putting into execution the poligies that they preached, 
would put an immediate stop to the investment of further capital and mean 
retrenchment all along the line. .

Wheat Value at $287,439.85 Shipped 

During the Month of January. 

Nearly 200,000 bushels of wheat 
valued at $282,439.85, were shipped to 
the United States from the province 
of Alberta during the month of Janu- 
ary, according to S. C. Reat, United 
States consul. As compared with 
the corresponding month last~ year 
this is a very large increase.

The Increased, Subscription Prices

this situation is not difficult. 

A newspaper is not so much the 
product of manual labor as it is the 
product of thought, energy and fore- 
sight. To maintain a certain stand- 
ard the paper must employ a certain 
staff

standard of the newspaper must be 
maintained. 

Its costs 
times as in good times. It must. pro- 
duce a product which is up to stan- 
dard.

The. common conception of the 
Peace River District in Northern Al- 
berta is that of a semi-arctic ‘region 
as yet only half-explored,. progressing 
but slowly at the cost of the toil and 
privation of pioneers, a country of the 
future possibly—but a future yet re- 
mote, 

Against this stands the fact that a 
hundred years ago, when the wealth 
of this northern area was apparently 
fealized, when the Hudson's Bay 
Company had established _ posts 
throughout the region; and were tak- 
ing from it furs of inestimable worth, 
the plains to the south, now the great- 
est contributor to the world’s granary 
and meat market, were considered as 
barren vasts fit only for the buffalo 
and the coyote and of no value in 
comparison to the obviotia richness 
of the north. 

In western history the fact stands 
out that as far back as 1876, when the 
agricultural productivity of the west 
was yet problematical, wheat grown 
at Fort Chipewyan, a post established 
by Roderick Mackenzie, a cousin of 
the great explorer of the same name, 
cured the first prize at the Centen- 
nial Exposition at Philadelphia. This 
was followed up by another record 
in 1893, when the prize-winning wheat 
at the Chicago World’s Fair came 


jfrom the Shaftesbury Settlement, fif- 


teen .miles from Peace River Cross- 


Following the esttlement which has 
taken place in the past few years, the 
names of Grande Prairie, Pouce 
Coupe, Spirit River, ‘Fort Vermilion 
and Lake Saskatoon -have become re- 
nowned in western lore from .their 
productive capabilities, whilst that 
large region from the Whitemud Riv- 
er to Dunvegan Crossing as far west 
as Fort St. John, and Hudson’s Hope 
in British Columbia, has proved its 
agricultural worth seed years of suc- 
cesses, 

As the region is attracting to it so 
many settlers, there being a large 
number. of ex-Canadian soldiers 
among them, many false ideas of this 
country, which persisted in spite of 
proof to the contrary, are being era- 
dicted. | We know now that it pos- 
sesses a climate which surpasses in 
value that of the country to the south 
of it, with a longer growing season - 
and a milder winter, Crops this year 
raised on the land tributary to “the 
two railroads are estimated to amount 
to between 2,500,000 and 3,000,000 
bushels, Little-wonder then that this 
year, farmers have been flocking in to 
file on the rich agricultural lands, or 
that ranchers have been attracted by 
the luxuriant verdure of-the park-like 


expanses and the mild prevailing 


winters. 

The production of wheat in 1920 is 
estimated at 400,000 bushels as 
against 370,000 in 1919; barley, 250,- 
000 bushels as against 50,000; oats, 
2,000,000 bushels as against 1,500,000. 
There are from 25,000 to 30,000. head 
of cattle in the district, 7,000 horses, 
6,000 sheep and 12,000 hogs. During 
the fiscal year ending March, 1920, 
there was a -total of 797 homestead 
entries, 560 soldier grants, 38 land 
sales, 383 applications for patents, 232 
grazing leases granted, 297 timber per- 
mits taken out, 431 hay permits ée- 
cured, and 600 applicants for petro- 
leum leases. These figtites speak 
for themselves in regard to the popu- 
larity of this country with the mod- 
ern pioneer, and bear tribute to the 
flow of people one year witnessed 
into this area.
